(By United Press) 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Oct. 4. (By Mail.)— 
"Where do you get this fine, white 
bread?" is the question asked hun- 
dreds of times a day of the girls In 
the Red Cross canteen at Dijon. 


Then follows the explanation that 


the bread is obtained from the army 
bakery presided over by Capt. Ward, 
who hag made a record famous thru- 
out the army in France. 


The plant started in October, 1917, 


with an output of 18,000 pounds, of 
bread per day. It is now shipping 
510,000 pounds of bread every twen- 
ty-four hours. And it doesn't tell the 
boche anything to say that the army 
bread factory is located a few miles 
from Dijon because its output is ship- 


d over a territory of 180 miles. 
To get in the supplies of flour, salt, 


yeast and sugar needed for half a mil- 
lion pounds of bread is no small job, 
with transportation facilities 
what 


they are., Then, the 250 tons of bak- 
ed bread must be made and shipped 
on an unfailing schedule or some of 
Uncle Sam's soldiers will go hungry. 


As the summer progressed condi- 


tions have become easier at the army 
bakery in France. All through last 
winter and spring the bakery site was 
a sea of mud. French army camions, 
which are notoriously 
venturesome, 


refused to risk themselves is the deep 
mud which surrounded the ovens. 


All the fighting was not done in the 


front line trenches. The baker boys 
fought in trenches half full of water 
in front of their ovens and boilers. 
( 


How they faced the job is evident 


from the signs they placed on the 
ends of these bakery trenches. "No 
Fishing Allowed!" "No Bathing Per- 
mitted!" were among signs displayed 
by men who made a joke of the hard- 
ships incident to their part in winning 
the war. 
Some were bakers at home; 


most of them were not, but" they all 
went cheerfully to work in hip boots 
baking bread in a morass of mud 
when that was the }"ob assigned to 
them. 


The force employed at the army 


bake shops numbered more than 2,OOU 
by the end of August. Every section 
has a trademark, which is baked in 
the loaves it turns out. Every ship- 
ment is inspected, checked and dated, 
so that in case anything goes wrong 
the responsibility can be placed exact- 
ly.Th/1 bread from Capt. Ward's bak- 
ery is sold to and served by the 
American Red Cross canteen because 
it feeds from 8,000 to 10,000 soldiers 
per week on their way to and from 
Eastern sectors. Not all of them 
stop for bread, but the minimum ra- 
tion served is coffee with milk and 
.sugar. 


Outside the canteen ar* live 10-gal- 


lon containers suspended 
from 
a 


framework. Each container has four 
spigots at the bottom for filling cups 
When a troop train of 1,200 or 1,500 
men is to be served there are no m.ti- 
utes to be wasted, but you can imag- 
ine what has happened 
sometimes 


when you see the sign displayed above 
the rack: 


"Fill your cups. Don't drink out 


of the spigot."

(By United Press) 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Oct. 4. (By Mail.)— 
"Where do you get this fine, white 
bread?" is the question asked hun- 
dreds of times a day of the girls In 
the Red Cross canteen at Dijon. 


Then follows the explanation that 


the bread is obtained from the army 
bakery presided over by Capt. Ward, 
who hag made a record famous thru- 
out the army in France. 


The plant started in October, 1917, 


with an output of 18,000 pounds, of 
bread per day. It is now shipping 
510,000 pounds of bread every twen- 
ty-four hours. And it doesn't tell the 
boche anything to say that the army 
bread factory is located a few miles 
from Dijon because its output is ship- 


d over a territory of 180 miles. 
To get in the supplies of flour, salt, 


yeast and sugar needed for half a mil- 
lion pounds of bread is no small job, 
with transportation facilities 
what 


they are., Then, the 250 tons of bak- 
ed bread must be made and shipped 
on an unfailing schedule or some of 
Uncle Sam's soldiers will go hungry. 


As the summer progressed condi- 


tions have become easier at the army 
bakery in France. All through last 
winter and spring the bakery site was 
a sea of mud. French army camions, 
which are notoriously 
venturesome, 


refused to risk themselves is the deep 
mud which surrounded the ovens. 


All the fighting was not done in the 


front line trenches. The baker boys 
fought in trenches half full of water 
in front of their ovens and boilers. 
( 


How they faced the job is evident 


from the signs they placed on the 
ends of these bakery trenches. "No 
Fishing Allowed!" "No Bathing Per- 
mitted!" were among signs displayed 
by men who made a joke of the hard- 
ships incident to their part in winning 
the war. 
Some were bakers at home; 


most of them were not, but" they all 
went cheerfully to work in hip boots 
baking bread in a morass of mud 
when that was the }"ob assigned to 
them. 


The force employed at the army 


bake shops numbered more than 2,OOU 
by the end of August. Every section 
has a trademark, which is baked in 
the loaves it turns out. Every ship- 
ment is inspected, checked and dated, 
so that in case anything goes wrong 
the responsibility can be placed exact- 
ly.Th/1 bread from Capt. Ward's bak- 
ery is sold to and served by the 
American Red Cross canteen because 
it feeds from 8,000 to 10,000 soldiers 
per week on their way to and from 
Eastern sectors. Not all of them 
stop for bread, but the minimum ra- 
tion served is coffee with milk and 
.sugar. 


Outside the canteen ar* live 10-gal- 


lon containers suspended 
from 
a 


framework. Each container has four 
spigots at the bottom for filling cups 
When a troop train of 1,200 or 1,500 
men is to be served there are no m.ti- 
utes to be wasted, but you can imag- 
ine what has happened 
sometimes 


when you see the sign displayed above 
the rack: 


"Fill your cups. Don't drink out 


of the spigot."
